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4. Claims 7, 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by LaPorta et al (US 
Patent No. 5,970,122). 

Regarding claims 7, 9, LaPorta discloses a two-way wireless messaging system which 
includes all the limitations (see Figs. 1-3 and Abstract, cols. 1-2, 14-15), wherein a data network, 
or a PSTN, or a cellular network would read on a 'selected communication connection', a pager 
would read on a 'wireless communication device'.

format of the destination address, and wherein the reply message is forwarded to the originator 
based on the originating reply address associating with the temporary reply address.
